TO THE PUBLIC. 


Toe undersigned sabmit the following reanlt 


of their enquiriea in reference to the trans- 
action which took place at the Ainu House on 
Sunday, the 31it day of December last. 


A lady of thin city, accompanied by two of 


her children—one four years old, and the other 
two years younger—visited the Alms House on 
the prevAus day. and with the permission of 
Mr. Hurst, tho Superintendent, gave to the 
children of the Institution a variety of presents, 
among which were about 150 small picture 
bimks and cards, each of the latter containing 
\ colored picture and a few verses. 
These 


ninka and caida were submitted to the exami- 
nation of the Superintendent before they were 
given to the children. 
The cnrd« and books 


were published by the American Sunday School 
Union, nnd bore, tho imprint nf that'Society, 
liut were not what are denominated tracts. 
They were selected by the lady referred to in 
person, and cure wns taken to ascertain that 
iioue ofthem contained anything of n sectarian 
character, or repugnant to the creed or disip- 
line of any reli^ioiin denomination. The Alms 
House, at thin time, contained one hundred 
and forty children of various ages, under four- 
teen years, of whom eighty-eight were of Cath- 
olic parentage nnd fifty-two of Protestant, 
Many of these children have been deserted by 
their parents, or have no parents living. 
Ac- 


cording to tho rules of the Institution, children 
who umy have u father or mother, resident in 
the Aim Hone.-, attend such Sundny School as 
their parents ur parent may direct; the.other 
children nre allowed to attend thu one which 
they prefer 


On Sunday,the31et ultimo,Messrs. Morangn, 


McDonald, Chestor and Shehnn visited the 
Alms House, ns usual, for tho purpose of in 
Htructing the children nf the Catholic Sumhu 
School. 
Among the Scholars attending the 


school taught by these gentlemen, were severa 
whose parent* were, or hud been, while living 
nf Protestant faith ; H Inrge majority were o 
Catholic parents. 
The greater number »f the 


children who had received books on the prc 
fuelling day, curried them into thu Sunda; 
School—a very few only did not do BO. Whili 
one of the tutu. Her children wax going upstairs 
to tho Rchool room, tine of thu teachers tool 
her book out ot her hand nnd examined it; 
wax, nlmi, exiiiiiineil nt'tefwnnlg by «onm of tho 
other teacher* in thu school room. 


Mr. Shehun, after the children were asuem 


bled in the room, inquired if any others had th< 
book* with pictures, and upon ascertaining thai 
they hnd. required them all to give the books to 
him, 
threatening to punish tin we who did no 


obey him. A large number of thu books were 
then 8iirreiulered to Mr. Shehnn : the residue 
were/o/riify taken from the children havinj 
them. The children, several nf whom cried o 
being deprived nf their presents, were rcbuket 
very hurohty by Mr. Shehan, for acceptinj 
them, and he told them that the books wen 
'• as poison as hell tire," and not fit for them to 
have, nnd that they must not touch one of them 
Mr. Shehan then rolled or squeezed together a 
large number of the books nnd cards, and IB'K 
them, in that condition, upon a table in th 
room. 


About thin time, or very noon after, Mr. Mo 


rnnjie cnineinto the room, nnd Mr. Shehan re«<" 
to him pnrtH—un the whole—ol one oi'the book 
and of one of the curds—the latter taken from 
one of the imp.licit children : these two, whei 
read, were, together with n note received from 
Mr. Huri't, thruicn into thr. fire. A snmll parce 
ot'the hooks, & c.. were kept by Mr. Sheban, am 
carried away when he left the room. Soon afte 
the bonks went t'iken from the children, one o 
thetn.n little prl, wont to thu children's nurse 
and informed her nf what hnd been dono ; the 
child wan crying on account of the loss of her 
present, and the nurse immediately went into 
the hall, near the dooroftheechool room, where 
she met Mr. Shehan, with a number of the books 
in his hand ; she inquired why he had taken tht 
children's presents from them, and denmndei 
them nf him. He refused to give them, apply- 
ing gome gqurriluus epithets to her, and sayinf 
he waa going to make nway with that trash ; bit 
her begone about her business, aud crowded her 
awtiy. The iiin-eeatom-e informed Mr. 1 hirst o 
what hnd occurred, and he addressed the note 
nbove mentioned to tlietenchciK.oroneofthem 
desiring them,when the school wan dismissed, ti 
call at his othVe. At the close of the school ex 
crciicH one ot the teachers came down stain 
with the children: the other three remained in 
the room for a short time afterwards. Severs 
of the children, at. thu dinm'msnl of tho school 
asked one of tho teachers for the book* taker 
from them; none were returned by him, or by 
either of the teacher*. 
None of the teachers 


when cnming downstairs, had any of the books 
in their haiidn. 


The four tenches called together at Mr 


Hurt's citlice, in compliance with the requesl 
contained in hi» note ; they were informed ol 
tliH complaint made to him that they had taken 
from the children the books presented tn them 
on thu day before; one of the gentlemen re- 
plied that they had taken the books from tho 
children, but ilid not intend to take them away 
Mr. Hurst requested them tn givu up the books 
and carda which they had taken, whenasmul 
parcel ofthem, sixteen In number, was laii 
upon the table. 
They were smooth, and bor< 


no marks of having been rolled or squeuzec 
together. The gentlemen were also desired U 
show whuft portiotiH of the books, were objection' 
ablu ; they replied that it was enough that tht1 
books were published by the American Sunday 
School Union ; that wag suflicient to condemn 
them, and the children should not be attowec 
to have any such books ! • After some further 
conversation in relation to the books, and other 
subjects unconnected with tflis affair, it WAS 
suggested by Mr. Shehnn that the mnttergboulc 
be allowed to rest until the ue.xt day, when the 
Rev. Mr. Wadhann would come up nnd icake 
gomo arrangement about it. 
Mr. W. camo, 


accordingly,on the following day ; he expressed, 
in courteous language, much regret that such 
an unpleasant circumstances should have hap- 
pened, apologized for what the teachers hud 
done that might be wrong, but wished the 
Superintendent to understand distinctly that 
they claimed the right to determine what book* 
the children at the school should be allowed to 
receive or read. 


Eleven of th>< books presented to the ehildren 


were not carried into th* school room ; these, 
with the sixteen delivered to Mr. Hunt by one 
of the teachers are all of the whole number 
distributed that can.after careful search through 
all the rooms used by any of the children, now 
be found. 
No boy wa» injured, M has been 


stated in some of the newspapers, by the teach- 
era, or either t>f them ; nor did any affray take 
place between those gentlemen and others, in 
which a boy w is thrown down the stain. One 
of the boys fell down stairs accidentally, and 
was badly hurt. 


It is stated in the card published by the 


four trackers, that grounds of complaint exist 
on their part against Mr. Hurst, and that they 
desire an ln*e»tigntion of his conduct. We re- 
spectfully invite them to publish, at their ear- 
liest convenience, ai an explicit statement of 
the fact* charged in reference to Mr. H.'s eoa- 
duct toward them, and the matter (ball be In- 
vestigated with as little delay as possible.
